Godas a system which originated in the visionary brains 97 ignorantand 
enthusiastic inen, "The histori real | part thiey rejected as fabulous ; and the 
idea that any portion of the sacred ae Was written by divine imspera~ 
tion was treated with derision and contempt. 

They acknowledge that the book contained mony good ideas on morality, 
but as a system it was considered miimitely mierior to the laws of nature 
or the relivion of man. They declared that the gesn | contained princa- 
ples c calauiated to keep mankind in ignorance ; and that it was the interests 
oi priests to inculcate these principle 5, in order to sure theniselyve >a de- 
gree oi spect and veneration. Men had made great progress in the seien- 
ces during the last century— —and should they still continue to progress in 
the same ratio that they had, fora few succeeding ages, all things would be 


accounted tor. The time would soon come when the world would be li- 
berated from the thraldoms of ignorance and superstition, and would 


view things ina rational light, unbiassed by the prejmdices of bigoted and 
designing men. Sentiments like these, proceeding from men reputed tor 
taients and learniig, were disseminated wittian industry worthy of a bette 
cause, and wifortunately gaineu inany respectable proselytes.

Ina pamphiet published | by a respectable author at Stockholm, 1 in March 
1815, itis stated, that, previously to the establishment of tue Bible Society 
nm Swedeu, not one out of eivhty of the poorer classes had a copy of the 

Scriptures, and that, according te a well-founded calculation, not tewer that 
400. 000 families in that kingdom were destitute of that inestimable treasure. 

Your Committee have now the satisfaction to report, that, In consequence 
ef the active measures adopted in Sweden, these wants have already beer 
4n some measure relieved ; and that every disposition prevails in that ceun- 
try to supply them ette setually. 

The Goemmittee of the Swedish Bible Sec iaty are us ing every exertion 
in printing the Scriptures : : four pre 55@5 are constantiv e, uploye ! by it, and 
preparations have been made for an edition of 15,000 copres of the Bible, 
and for one of nearly as many ‘Vestaments. 

The Societies of Gotuenburg, Westeras, and Gothland, which have now 
hecome Auxiliaries to ihe Wationsl Bible Society at Sockliolm, are all ac- 
$ive within their res pec clive circles. At the first of these places, a sae 
Society, composed of the Scholars of a tree School in Gothenburg, has 
been formed, at their own request, and is supported by a small weekly cou 

tribution. 

Your Committee have only te add, on thea subject of Sweden, that the 
Bible Society there has not oily the Patronage of his Majesty the Kine 
butthat the Crown Prince has been a iwost liberal contributor to it, @s we 
as tothe Evanve ical Society at Stock holm, and has promise:t a considera- 
ble pecumiary donation towards the estab! shiavent of a Bible
